John Murphy, a Government surveyor on roadwork in 
the Yellowstone National Park, was killed by a fall from 
a high precipice, Aug. 11, while working near Livingston, 
Mont. 

John Lowbar Welsh, formerly President of the Phila- 
delphia Traction Co., and the Union Traction Co., of Phila- 
celphia, died at his country home at Whitemarsh, Pa., 
Aug. 22.

General Charles Fitzsimmons, a well-known contracting 
engineer and Civil War officer, died at his home in Chi- 
cago, Ill., Aug. 20, from a complication of diseases fol- 
lowing a fall sustained some time ago.

In July, 1899, he 
was made Assistant Superintendent of Motive Power of 
the Delaware & Hudson, and in January, 1902, was ap- 
pointed Superintendent of Motive Power.
